Kennedy Galls Summit Meeting 
Useful but Minus Any Progress 

WASHINGTON, Juno 7 (/FO— President Kennedy told his fellow Americana last 
night that his - conference with Soviet .Premier Khrushchev was immensely -use- 
ful but that there was "no advantage or concession gained or given." "No spectacu- 
lar progress was either achieved or pretended," Kennedy declared. The Soviet pre- 
mipr, he said, had talked of an eventual, peaceful comihunist conquest, but "generally, 
Mr. Khrushchev did not talkf 



in terms of war." The Soviet 
leader, Kennedy said, did strike 
a aevlous blow at hopes for an 
agreement banning nuclear weap- 
ons tesU.by Insisting on a Soviet 
veto over Inspections. 

*T will tell you now that It 
a very sober two days," Kennedy 
said of his Vienna talks with the 
soviet leader. 

■ "There_^was no discourtesy, no 
loss of tempers, no threats or ul- 
timatums by either side." He 
went on:i 

"No advantage or concession 
was either gained or given. No 
major decisions were either plan- 
ned or token. No spectacular prog- 



ress was either achieved or pre- 
tended. 

"This kind of Inlormal exchange 
may not; be as exclUng as a'full- 
Ilcdged summit meeting with a 
fixed agenda and a large corps of 
advisors . where negotiations are 
attempted and a new agreement 
sought. 

"But this was not Intended to 
be and was not such a-. meeting, 
,na£.dld we pliin any future sum-' 
mit meeting at Vienna. But I 
found this meeting with Chairman 
Khrushchev sober as It was to be 
Immensely useful." 
' Arriving home by jet ahrlone, 
Kennedy called his mission a "very 
fine, tine trip." It took him more 
than 0.000 miles— to Paris to con- 
fer with French President. Charles 
de OauUe, to Vienna and a mcet- 
ing-wlth-Khrusbche v~ then - to- Lon-* 
don for a talk with British Prime 
Minister Harold Mocmlllan. 

Kennedy opened his broadcast 
by saying he wanted to report tn 
fuU on hla trip. He expressed 
■(ErniltudBTior:rtnfl~warmth-ot=the 
RTcetinga both he and Mra. Ken- 
nedy had received In Uie clUes 
they visited. But he said he was 
certain the shouts and enthusiasm 
wore. for the country they repre- 
sented as a symbol of freedom.

Kennedy said' he had made it 
dear that the security of West- 
em Europe Is deeply Involved in 
Its access to Berlin and that the 
rights of access will be malU' 
talned at any risk. 

Khrushchev In turn gave his 
views, the President went on, and 
these wllT be the subject tor fu- 
ture deliberations. 
"Kennedy sald 'his talks' wllU De 
Gaulle were profoundly significant 
to him. He-sald certain differences 
between the two nations became 
less ' important In the doieness 
of relatlonshlpa that developed 
between the two. 

He sold that certain "doubts 
and suspicions" that . may have 
come up before were cleared away 
in their discussions. 

Ho described the Paris meeting 
as a valuable one. He sold It pro- 
duced agreement on the defenie 
of Berlin, on Improving European 
defenses, on aiding underdevd- 
oped nations, on spurring Euro- 
pean unity, on policy toward Laos. 

Turning to the Vienna confer- 
-ence, Kermedy said he had met 
with Khrushchev In sober, Inten- 
sive conversation for two days— 
"a very full ^and frank exchange 
of viewa." 

"It was a very sober two days. 
Kennedy said, adding there wa 
no less of temper or ultimatums 
on either side.

then urged federal action. 

This state legislative petition was also quietly 
burled wltlioui any aotlon In Olympla. .

Printed 
slips were sent out with Interest 
and dividend, checks suggesting 
that the recipients pay up.

The proposed 30 'per cent with- 
holding tax on both Interest and 
dividend payments would qf course 
give the Internal revenue service 
good Information on where this 
money is 'going and who Is not re- 
porting It aa Income. 

People who receive dividends 
aquawklng a little about this. Busi- 
nessmen claim It would curb pri- 
vate InvestmenL But the big beef 
comes front the people who jti In- 
terest from savings accounts, loans, 
mortgasca and Investment type 
bonds. 

The protest mall on this reveals 
a certain amount ot Ignorance on 
the part of the taxpayers. Their

The stomps allow 
nn American family to get smalt 
appliances, housewares and luxu- 
ries It might never get around to 
buying for cosh. Usually the con- 
sumer receives one stomp for every 
10 cents spent. 

tflne state legislatures have de- 
fended the stamp savers am 
fought down attempl4 to either 
ban or .otherwise regutato trading 
stamps; Michigan, South Dakoto, 
North Dakota. Massachusetts, Tex- 
as, Arkansas, Kentucky, Idaho and 
Louisiana. 

Idaho's lawmakers approved a 
stomp ban. But Oov. Robert £. 
;Smyl!a vetoed, the measure as an 
encroachment on a tree economy. 

An opinion from the Texas at- 
torney general's ottlce squelched 
moves In that state to ban stamps. 
The opinion, sent to the Texas 
legislature May 11, said: 

"Wo can perceive no danger to 
the public welfare In the use ot 
trading stomps which would war- 
rant the Complete prohibition ot 
their use by retail en, wholesalers, 
stomp companies, consuifiers and 
others who might lue the stamps. 

"Would it not be Just as reason- 
able to outlaw advertising, or cred- , 
It, or free porUng, or free delivery 
service or any one or more of the| 
countless other trade inducements 
which are customarily utilised by 
merchants In a competitive busi- 
ness economy?"

She was sick and^ 
the family doctor, could' not see 
why.-unUl .ono-day-ahe- eald-aome- 
thing that opened' up the hidden 
thoughts that were poisoning her 
s>stem. When she was uoght to 
cleanse her mtnti ol this evil, slie 
became as health^', wholesome nnd 
attracUve a girl as one could wish 
to see. 

When a parent or teacher sees 
error of this sort clouding a child's 
eyei, shadowlnfi his face, dogging 
his movtmenU and darkening his 
mental processes, action should be 
taken. The child mmt be ^wn 
that.- In- everT'scIf-protectlon,.he 
muit wipe away any ugly thought 
that entera bla mind and be fast 



about It, lest It hilure him far more 
than It can the one he holds It 
agolmt. 

This cause ot BCtlon-cnn-bfl d- 
scribed as mental hygiene, an ei- 
Bcntlal course In the edueaUon o( 
all children, to say nothing of their 
elders. "As a man Uilnkcth In his 
heart, so Is he."
